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Voters reject senior center proposals

Crawford County. voters said they 
would not foot the bill for a new 
Grayling Senior Center and didn’t 
want funds from the county coffers 
to pay to renovate the former 
Grayling Fish Hatchery for senior 
center facilities at the polls on 
Tuesday. 

Proposition One, which asked 
voters if Crawford County officials 
should issue-$1.5 million in general 
obligation bonds which would have 
been used to build additions and 
make renovations to the former 


- 
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Grayling Fish Hatchery Building, 
was rejected by a 716 no to 629 yes 
vote. The bonds issued would have 
been paid off over 15 years out of 
Crawford County’s general fund 
budge atid would not have resulted 
in a tax increase to taxpayers. 
Proposition Two, which asked 
voters if Crawford County officials 
should borrow up to $2 million in 
general obligation tax bonds to 
build, equip and furnish a new 
senior center and Crawford County 
Commission on Aging (COA) 
offices on property located at 4895 
West North Down River Road, also 


failed by a 948 no to 253 yes vote. 

The property is located across 
from the Grayling Fish Hatchery on 
the East Branch of the AuSable 
River. Approval of the millage 
would have meant an additional .27 
mills, equal to 27 cents on every 
$1,000 of real and tangible property 
in the county, would have been 
placed on tax bills of home owners 
and business owners for the next 20 
years. 

The COA board has been study- 
ing the move to relocate to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery building 


In April, seniors submitted 1,425 
Signatures from registered voters to 
force the referendum vote on the 
county’s issuance of $1.5 million in 
bonds to nay for renovations and 
additions of the former Grayling 
Fish Hatchery building for the 
senior center. 

Holding the special election will 
cost the COA between $10,000 and 
$15,000. 

Only 1,425 voters, 13 percent of 
the 11,219 voters registered to cast 
ballots in Crawford County went to 
the polls Tuesday.

Labor analysts say 
unemployment 
rates for Crawford 
County will go up

Crawford County posted 
the 45th highest unemploy- 
ment rate among 
Michigan’s 83 counties as 
state’s jobless rates spiked 
to be the highest in the 
country. 

Crawford County had a 
{5 percent unemployment 
rate for June 2009, match- 
ing the median state’s 
unemployment rate which 
was the highest unemploy- 
ment rate in last 25 years 
for the state and the highest 
jobless rate of all 50 states 
in the country. 

Seasonally unadjusted 
unemployment rates rose 
over the month in all of 
Michigan’s 17 major labor 
market areas, according to 
the Michigan Department 
of Energy, Labor & 
Economie Growth. 

In June, total employ- 
ment levels increased sea- 
sonally in the majority of 
regions, while labor force 
levels were up in all areas. 

“Many areas reported 
seasonal hiring in June, 
however it was not enough 
to offset the influx of job 
seekers into Michigan’s 
extremely competitive 
labor market.” said Rick 
Waclawek, director of the 
Bureau of Labor Market

Information & Strategic 
Initiatives, “Also in June, © 
manufacturing losses con- 
tinued to weaken the 
state’s job market. These 
two factors helped drive 
jobless rates upward 
throughout the state.” 

The smallest rate gains 
occurred in the state’s three 
northernmost labor market 
regions - the Northeast and 
Northwest Lower 
Michigan Regions and the 
Upper Peninsula - with 
increases ranging from 0.3 
to 0.5 of a percentage 
point. In June, all 17 of 
Michigan’s major labor 
market regions posted 
unemployment rates above 
10.0 percent. 

From June 2008 to June 
2009, jobless rates rose 
substantially in all 17 
regions. Rate increases 
ranged from 4.2 to 8.6 per- 
centage points with a 
median advance of 5.9 per- 
centage points. The 
largest over-the-year jumps 


were reported in the 
Monroe, Muskegon- 
Norton Shores, and_ 


Detroit-Warren-Livonia 
Metropolitan Statistical 
Area (MSAs). 

In the northeast Lower 
Michigan MSA, which 
covers Alcona, Alpena, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, 
losco, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego 
Presque and Otsego 
Counties, the unemploy- 
ment rate dropped from 
15.1 in May to 9.4 percent 
in June. From June 2008 to 
June 2009, however, the 
unemployment rate rose 
from [5/¥°to 15.4°percent., 
A civilian labor force of 
97,500 people was avail- 
able, with a total of 15,000 
people being employed 
and another 82,600 people 
in the 1{-county region 
seeking jobs. 

While there are fewer 
people in the region seek- 
ing jobs, there are fewer 
jobs available, said Bruce 
Weaver, economic analyst 
for Michigan Department 
of Energy, Labor & 
Economic Growth. 

“June is typically the 
period in the region and 
Crawford County when 
employment is at its peak 
and that is expected to be 
the highest it will hit in 
2009,” Weaver — said. 
“There is significantly 
more competition for sea- 
sonal jobs and more per- 
manent jobs than there was - 
in 2008.”

A year or so ago, an organiza- 
tion called Reform Michigan 
Government Now — comprised 
largely of labor unions and leading 
Democrats with Democratic Chair 
Mark Brewer at the helm - tried to 
put on the 2008 general election 
ballot a 20,000 word proposal to 
amend 30 different sections of the 
state constitution. 

The proposed changes would 
have reduced state house and sen- 
ate districts, trimmed the state 
supreme court from seven to five 
members, created ‘more circuit 
court districts, cut wages and 
fringe benefits of elected officials 
including judges, set tougher 
financial reporting rules for candi- 
dates, created a new method to 
reapportion legislative districts, 
plus changes in several other areas 
as well. 

This vast constitutional overhaul 
never made it to the voters because 
the Michigan Supreme Court ruled 
6-1 the package was too compli- 


cated to decide in a single vote.

B Michigan Democrats mull more amendments 


LAST YEAR’S revisionists 
apparently are back again with 
new ways to change the state con- 
stitution with five economic pro- 
posals which Michigan Democrats 
are studying as poiential ballot 
issues for a vote in 2010. 

The lightning rod among the 
five ideas would set the state mini- 
mum wage at $10 per hour, putting 
Michigan ahead of every other 
state and the federal wage floor, 
which just reached $7.25 last 
month. Michigan’s minimum 
wage now is $7.40 per hour, and 
Washington state now leads at 
$8.55 per hour. 

The other four possible amend- 
ments also could have come 
directly from a Democratic Party 
platform, or union manifesto: 

* Increase unemployment bene- 
fits by $100 and extend them for 
another six months. Benefits now 
top out at $362 a week for 72 
wecks, but the federal stimulus 
program has extended them to 79 
weeks at $387 per week. 

* Require all employers to pro- 
vide health coverage for employ- 
ees, including laid-off and part 
time employees. Businesses that 
don’t comply would be fined. 


* Reduce utility rates by 20 per- 
cent, 

* Establish a one-year moratori- 
um on home foreclosures. 

* * * 

BATTLE LINES already are 
drawn, generally with business 
groups (and Republicans) on one 
side, and labor groups (and 
Democrats) on the other, and with 
the $10 minimum wage as the 
focal point. 

The arguments are familiar: 

Small business cannot afford 
higher minimum wage; they will 
drive profits down and prices up; 
fewer workers will be hired as jobs 
disappear; Michigan’s anti-busi- 
hess reputation will grow costing 
potential new jobs. 

Or: 

Michigan workers need protec- 
tions especially in these tough 
times; higher wages are good for 
the economy, not bad, because 
people have more money to spend; 
workers are entitled to a living 
wage plus other benefits; if we go 
to $10 now, we won’t have to 
increase again so soon, 

* * * 

IT’S NOT EASY to get an 

amendment on the ballot, which is 


the way it should be. Once any- 
thing is put into the state constitu- 
tion, it can only be removed or 
modified by another amendment 
requiring another statewide vote. 

More than 304,000 valid signa- 
tures are needed on amendment 
petitions. It’s not clear whether 
Democrats intend to submit all five 
questions together, one at a time, 
include all five proposals, or even 
add more. 

The 2010 Michigan election 
already is significant, with the top 
three statewide offices — gover- 
nor/lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, attorney general - without 
eligible incumbents because of 
term limits. 

In the legislature, all 110 house 
seats and 38 senate seats are up for 
election, and term limits will cre- 
ate many open races. The legisla- 
ture elected in 2010 will be in 
charge of reapportioning legisla- 
tive and congressional districts in 
line with results of the 2010 cen- 
sus, and how districts are drawn 
will influence which party will 
control the legislature for the next 
10 years, 

Because of losing population in 
the 2010 census, Michigan’s con- 


gressional delegation likely will be 
trimmed by one or even two mem- 
bers, going from 15 down to 14 or 
even 13, and apportionment also 


will be vital here, too. 


* * * 

THE DEMOCRATIC proposals 
— especially a $10 minimum wage 
— certainly would inspire a heavy 
turnout on both sides, both for and 
against, but probably leaning 
toward Democrats. 

One way for Republicans to 
counter that trend might be to put 
another amendment before the vot- 
ers which has been discussed on 
and off, namely making Michigan 
a right-to-work state, which is an 
idea that unionists and many 
Democrats generally abhor while 
business interests and most 
Republicans might favor. 

A $10 minimum wage and a 
right-to-work law on the same bal- 
lot? | 

Now that would be an election 
that could write new records, both 
in spending and in voter turnout.

A memorial dedication 
honoring the service of the 
225th Infantry Detroit Light 
Guard was held by Camp 
Grayling’s Chapel on 
Friday following Gov, 
Jennifer M. Granholin’s

troops. 

The Detroit Light Guard 
had a total of 162 years of 
service to Detroit and the 
nation - from 1830 to 1992. 
The military lineage of the 
unit, however, dates back to 
July 23, 1701 when Detroit 
and the Detroit Militia: was 
established by Antoine 
Cadillac. 

Because Detroit’s garri- 
son only coztained a small 
number of soldiers, the 
militia was formed from the 
first settlers to back up the 
regular troops.

In 1805, Michigan 
became a separate territory 
and the Michigan Militia 
Act was approved. An inde- 
pendent company was 
formed in Detroit as the 
“Legionary Guard.” All 
able bodied men were 
required to join. 

In 1936, the Detroit City 
Guards were reorganized to 
become the Brady Guards, 
taking their name after Gen. 
Hugh Brady, the comman- 
der of the Federal Garrison 
in Detroit. The Brady 
Guards were highly disci- 
plined, skilled in manual 
arms and on the drill field. 
They became skilled marks- 
man on the rifle ranges of 
Fort Wayne. Men had to be 
apply to be part of the unit. 

“You has to pay your 
dues to stay in and you had 
to accepted by the offi- 
cers,” said Retired Mst. Sgt. 
Richard Hutchins, a former 
member of the Detroit 
Light Guard, military histo- 
rian and author.

“When the Brady Guard 
returned home, they had lost

state,’ Hutchins said. 
Members of the Brady 
Guard appeared in uniform 
for the last time for the funer- 
al of Gen. Brady in 185}. 
Detroit would not remain 


without a militia unit, being | 


served by a Grayson Light 
Guard, 

In 1855, the Grayson and 
former Brady Guard mem- 
bers reorganized to become 
to the Detroit Light Guard, 
holding the the high stan- 
dards of their predecessors. 

In 1861, after Fort 
Sumpter was fired to start the 
Civil War, President 
Abraham Lincoln called for 
troops to help put down the 
rebellion. The First Michigan 
Infantry Regiment was 
formed. The unit took its first 
casualties at the Battle of 
Bull Run. 

“They stood and fought 


‘ and refused to leave until 


ordered,” Hutchins said. 
After the battle, several 
members of the Detroit Light 


Guard would serve in other 


Michigan units and comman- 
ders would lead other Army 
units in significant battles. 
The Detroit Light Guard’s 
flag featured a Tiger Head 
since 1878 and the Detroit 
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& Oil Furnaces 
» Michigan Licensed 
« Family Business 
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‘Scott & Michele Hallett 
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Tigers got their nickname 
and insignia with permission 
from the military unit. 

“We didn’t steal it - we let 
them use it,’ said Retired 
Brig. Gen. Stanley J. Wilk. 

During the Spanish 
American War in 1898, the 
Detroit Light Guard, now the 
size of a battalion, was divid- 
ed into regiments. One of the 
regiments saw action in Cuba 
with the 33rd Michigan 
Regiment. 

During World War I, the 
Detroit Light Guard serviced 
with the 125th Michigan 
Infantry. The troops served in 
France and were some of 
first soldiers to cross into 
Germany when the Armistice 
was declared. 

During World War II, 
members of the Detroit Light 
Guard saw action in the 
Battle for New Guinea in the 
South Pacific. 

From 1959 to 1974, the 
Detroit Light Guard was 
reorganized from being an 
infantry unit, to an airborne 


_unit to a mechanized unit. In 


1975, the Detroit Light 
Guard was assigned to the 
46th Brigade, 38th Infantry 
Division. In Feb. 15, 1992, 
the troop was relieved from 
the 46th Brigade. 

_ Burton Francisco, director 
of the joint staff for the joint 
staff for the Michigan 
National Guard, served with 
the all infantry divisions 
assigned to the 46th Brigade, 
said some of his leadership 
skills were learned while 
working along with the 
Detroit Light Guard.
